took part . in the. ’1940 Katyn 
Forest massacre of 10,000 Polish 
. officers. 

Abraham Vidra. 64, of Haifa, 
told, the evening newspaper 
Ma'&riv he had kept quiet for 30 
years because. of a promise. to a 
Soviet Jewish officer. 

The issue has been in dispute 
for three decades. The UB. Con- 
gress conducted an inquiry and 
concluded that the Soviet. Union 
ordered the. massacre. The Sov- 
iets say toe Nazis woe behind 
St,‘but they have refused to allow 
an. International onttoe^pat in- 
vestigation. 

Recently, 200 British members 


of Parliament signed a petition 
demanding a new inquiry. 

The case first came to light 
in 1943, when the Nazis announc- 
ed discovery of a mass grave at 
Katyn, in the forests near Smo- 
lensk. 

This is the story, in part, as 
told to Ma’ariv: 

•' In 1939, the Red Army occupied 
east Poland and captured tens 
of thousands of Polish troops. . 
They were disposed to several 
prison camps. ' including one at 
-Starqbslsk . In toe eastern 
Ukraine. Mr. Vidra. who had 
been arrested for what he termed 
“Zionist activities.’' also was in- 
terned . at Starobelsk. 

At the end of 1940. 10.000 Fbl- 
■ish officers were taken from the 
camp and woe never seen again. 

At that time. Mr. Vidra said 
he became friends with a Soviet 


Jewish major named Joshua 
Sorokin, who was In charge of 
the camp supplies. Maj. Sorokin 
was sent to supervise the third 
and last departure of the Poles 
from the camp. 

Da ter, afte. Maj. Sorokin's re- 
turn. he and Mr. Vidra drove to 
a nearby village to get supplies. 

Alone, and speaking Yiddish, 
the major told Mr . Vidra that the 
Polish officers had been shot in 
the forests of Smolensk. 

Mr. Vidra said be could see 
Maj. Sorokin was badly shaken. 

“What my eyes saw. the world 
will not believe." be quoted Maj. 
Sorokin as saying. 

Mr. Vidra said: "He made me 
promise not to reveal for 30 years 
what he had told me. I felt his 
fear and his trust in me. I 
patted him on the shoulder and

“There are no signs that either 
the United States or toe Chinese 
leaders have changed or are pre- 
pared to change In any basic way 
the policy carried on up to now 
or to alter in a positive way their 
attitude toward preserving peace 
in the whole world," it said. 

The Bulgarian commentary 
said that the Chinese-Americon 
communique Issued last week on 
the Nixon visit “quite clearly 
shows the secret collusion with 
imperialism" carried out by the 
Chinese.

Nixon’s Plan 
For Funding 
RFE Loses

WASHINGTON. July 21 CNYT). 
— Sen. J.W. pulbrlght, chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. defeated today a Nixon ad- 
ministration plan to fund and 
operate Radio Free Europe and 
Radio Liberty under a tax-ex- 
empt, public-private corporation 
chartered by Congress rather than 
through the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

The CIA has run the two sta- 
tions for 20 years. 

By voice vote, the committee 
meeting behind closed doors, 
first killed the administration's 
measure and then adopted In its 
place a proposal offered by Sen. 
Clifford P. Case. R, NJ, Jan. 
24. This will, in effect, give the 
two stations $35 million for 
operations for another year and 
will leave them under present 
CIA control. 

Ironically, Sen. Case had 
supported the administration 
plan, on which he has been 
working with the State Depart- 
ment for several months, In 
place of his own. However, ac- 
cording to congressional sources, 
Sen. Fulbright, D.. Ark., ques- 
tioned the continuing need for 
the two stations and won major- 
ity support far a stop-gap meas- 
ure to keep them functioning 
only until long-range plans can 
be drawn up and approved.

Sen. Fulbright is said to have 
criticized the stations as remnants 
at the "cold war" unsulted to cur- 
rent efforts to achieve a relaxation 
of tensions with the tT-S-SR.

24 that the CIA bad spent "bun- . 
dreds of millions" of dollars, on 
the instructions of successive ad- 
ministrations, in the last 20 years 
to keep the two stations func- 
tioning. 

Under CIA Officials 
While each maintains an office 
In New York and claims to be 
funded through public and pri- 
vate donations, RFE and RL, 
located in Munich, are under the 
operating control cf CIA officials. 
Each station Is manne d largely 
by broadcasters and analysts of 
ethnic European extraction, and 
the content of newscasts and 
analyses is comprised largely of 
Items censored by the Co mm u n ist 
regimes. 

On June 25 the Senate passed a 
rseolutlon appropriating funds 
for various agencies until the reg- 
ular appropriations bills had 
cleared Congress. The resolution 
contained a little-noticed para- 
graph giving the two stations an 
appropriation for the comi ng 
fiscal year equal to the approxi- 
mately $35 million they have been 
receiving annually from the CIA.

Boeing Envisions a Jumbo Jumbo , 
A 747 With 2,000 Passengers 

SEATTLE. July 21 (AF>.— Boeing says it has plans far 
a new 747 Jetliner with a capacity of 1,000 passengers, more 
than twice as many as the largest 747 Jumbo jet now flying 
is designed to carry. 

The distinctive hump at the front of current 747s. which 
now provides room for an upper-deck lounge, would be extended 
to the tail of the aircraft to create upper and lower passenger 
decks about 230 feet long. 

Design studies for the enlarged 747 were unveiled by 
Rowland E. Brown, chief of product development for the 
firm’s 747 division. 

“The 747 is no different than our other jetliners in its 
ability to grow," Mr. Brown said. The changes we anticipate 
will not be radical ones — they will be evolutionary In nature." 
He cited the body-lengthening of the 727 trijet and the 73T 
short-range twinjet as examples of similar changes in the 
past. 

Planners envision production of the first L ,OQO- passenger 
747 by 1980, Mr. Brown said, but a version with a capacity of 
75C passengers could emerge sooner. 


U.S. Grand Jury- 
In Secrets Case 
Was Replaced 

WASHINGTON. July 21 CNYT’. 
— The government has disbanded 
a federal grand jury in Boston 
looking into the case of the Pen- 
tagon Papers and replaced it with 
another grand jury. Government 
sources said the action was taken 
because of a leak to the press. 

According to these sources, the 
government disbanded the jury 
late last week. It has not moved 
against any of the grand jurors 
who were sitting on the panel, 
but the presumption is that it felt 
one or more of the Jurors had 
violated their oath of secrecy by 
talking with the press. 

The new grand jury that was 
empaneled hax picked up the 
Investigation this week. The at- 
tention of the jury is reported 
to .be centering on bow Neil 
Sheehan, a reporter for The New 
York Times, came into posses- 
sion of the Pentagon Papers. The 
•nines has said that Mr. Sbee- 
man did investigative reporting 
that led to publication of the 
papers. 

It is not known what news 
stories prompted the Justice De- 
partment's action. Stories con- 
cerning the activity of the previ- 
ous grand jury appeared in The 
Washington Post, the Boston 
Globe and The Times.

The Supreme Court did not deal 
with cases arising prior to O’Cal- 
lahan vs Parker. That case in- 
volved a habeas corpus proceed- 
ing challenging the jurisdiction 
of a court-martial to try a soldier 
who assaulted a girl on private 
property while he was on leave 
and in civilian clothing. 

Judge Weinstein acknowledged 
that be had “no abiding assur- 
ance" of bow the appellate courts 
would treat the issue. He noted 
that other courts 'which have our 
greatest respect have taken a 
contrary position." But he ex- 
pressed. concern about “funda- 
mental differences" in the civil 
and military justice system. 

He acknowledged, moreover, that 
his ruling might have an adverse 
impact on the validity of hundreds 
of thousands of past court-martial 
sentences. 

Deprived of Liberty’ 

"It is not clear," he wrote, “how 
many men presently incarcerated 
are involved, but if they have 
been deprived of liberty by a body 
lacking power to do so, they 
should be released. 

"Much of the a d m i ni strative 
burden created by applications 
for more favorable forms of dis- 
charge may be handled by a con- 
gressional adaption of a short 
statute of limitations or by ad- 
ministrative remedies.”

He Is returning to the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley 
to continue his research into 
transuranium dements, dr heavy 
man-made elements, lor which 
he shared a Nobel Prize for 
chemistry in 1961 at the age of 
39. 

President Nixon accepted Dr. 
Seaborg’s resignation with what 
he termed special regret, and 
nominated James Schlesinger to 
the AEC post.. 

. Mr. Schlesinger, 42, is an as- 
sistant director of the Office of 
Management and Budget in. the 
White House and has concen- 
trated on military budget plan- 
ning. 

New Role for AEC 

The appointment of an econ- 
omist and manager to succeed the 
science-oriented Dr. Seaborg Is 
seen as in keeping with the ABC’s 
evolving role as the United States 
shifts toward greater commercial 
exploitation of nuclear power. 

Mr. Nixon heaped praise on Dr. 
Seaborg in accepting his resigna- 
tion, saying: 

"As a world-famous chemist, 
scholar and administrator, yon 
have contributed in a unique and 
meaningful way to far greater 
understanding and application of 
the miracles of the atom.” 

U.S. Warns It

Committee chairman Russell 
B. Long, I4L, said tbe ex- 
propriation amendment would 
not be left to presidential discre- 
tion and would be applicable 
within six months of any un- 
compensated nationalization of 
UJS. property. 

He said the amendment would 
apply only to future cases. For 
two present cases involving Peru, 
a separate clause would order that 
$20 per ton of sugar payments 
be withheld and turned over to 
firms whose properties have been 
seized without payment, retroac- 
tive to 1962. The House passed 
a similar bin retroactive to 1969. 

Under the Sugar Act, foreign 
nations provide about 38 percent 
of UJS. sugar requirements and 
receive $150 a ton, some $40 above 
world-market levels. 

In other developments, after an :

WARSAW. 

Last December, when Poland’s 
Baltic ports were exploding In 
revolt, a Warsaw worker paused 
over lunch one day to list his 
complaints, and presumably those 
of the workers then sealed off 
on the coast. 


The complaints Included high 
prices, low pay. food shortages, 
inadequate living conditions and 
generally dismal prospects for the 
future. The worker, a driver for 
a milk company, also spoke of 
how Poles sought to diminish 
these problems. 


He said many held two or three 
jobs, cheated their employers 
(the driver used his company 
vehicle as a taxi at night), dealt 
in the black market or sought 
oblivion in vodka. One shortcut 
to success in this Communist 
country, he said, is “Joining the 
party.” 

“Not me,” he added quickly. 
“But my wife. She's a foreman 
in a factory. She joined the party 
to get promoted, and It worked.” 

The intervening six months 
have brought many material 
changes to Poland. Prices have 
been reduced, the lowest pay 
levels increased, food shortages 
eased and prospects improved 
through a new consumer-oriented 
five-year plan. 

Now the new Polish leadership 
is turning Its attention to mine 
complex issues, and especially to 
what may be the toughest prob- 
lem of all— purging the United 
Workers (Communist) party of 
members who, like the driver's 
wife, Joined only for opportu- 
nistic reasons. 

It is a problem that has long 
confronted the Communist move- 
ment and one that seems to defy

the desire by ruling CommuniBts 
to ensure stability and continuity 
by filling all key pasts with party 
members. 

The Polish Communist party, 
with two million of the nation's 
33 million people in its ranks, Is 
the third-largest in the world, 
ranking behind China and the 
Soviet Union. But Polish party 
leaders see their ranks as over- 
burdened with casual members 
who hinder rather than help 
national progress. 

A poll in Lodz, a textile center 
In central Poland, revealed that 
the local party organization had 
been recruiting rather than ad- 
mitting new members in recent 
years. The search for new mem- 
bers, which saw only one-third 
of the candidates coming cn their 
own Initiative, produced 28,840 
new members over the last five 
years — but the resignation of 8,700 
and the dismissal of 1,600 others 
In the same period. 

“Most of those expelled made 
no appeal,” a party official wrote 
later. “They were unperturbed 
at this dismissal, and they had 
considered their previous mem- 
bership with the same Indiffer- 
ence.” 

Now the party has inaugurated 
a nationwide screening of the 
rank and file to determine what 
one official has called “their fit- 
ness for membership.” One out 
of every eight members Joined 
within the last three years, many 
of them by accident, on official 
said. 

One aim of the purge is to 
prepare for the sixth party con- 
gress this winter. Draft papers 
on political, economic and social 
policy are to be submitted to 
party activists beforehand, and 
Poland's leaders want to be cer- 
tain of their fitness. 

But this only touches on what 
some leaders consider a more 
serious problem for the future of 
the party: the widespread im- 
pression among Poles that mem- 
bership is a prerequisite for ad- 
vancement.

It came 
freon, a background of ideas and 
was eclectic, a mixture of exis- 
tentialist, surrealist, Marxist and 
psychoanalytic concepts rooted in 
the need to cope with problems 
of perso n al responsibility, and in- 
dividual freedom in the shadow 
Of a great war.

ed him for opera librettos. The 
sharp irony, of Karl Vennberg, 
Werner Aspenstroem and others 
made poems into - the protest 
songs of their generation. 

Books of poetxy by such writers 
as Harry Martinson, who loved 
nature’s grass and forgotten 
Chinese philosophers, and Nils 
Perrin, with his themes of al- 
coholism, death and poverty (a 
classic Swedish poetic tradition) 
attained sales of 30.000 copies. 


It way a time when poetry 
clubs nourished, providing mem- 
bers with cheap editions of clas- 
sic and recent poetry. Poets rank- 
ed with sports champions, in the 
1040s, poetry expressed the na- 
tional consciousness. Its hopes, 
fears, anxieties and. always, the 
passive Swedish role in time of 
war. The era's existentialist 
poetry was summed up by 
Vennberg ’s line: "The impossible 
choice between fingernails and 
concrete walls." 

The young people of the 1950s. 
facing the massive authority of 
the earlier generations, found 
refuge elsewhere. Lars Forsell, 
inspired by Jacques Privert and 
the French efumson tradition, 
learned by putting his poetry in 
direct confrontation with the 
public. 

Trazudroexner 

Thomas Transtroemer, who Is 
today one of Sweden's most dis- 
tinguished poets, occasions sur- 
prise by his modernism but he 
employed It differently than his 
predecessors did- He used meta- 
phors as sharp as needles, a pre- 
cision and clarity that were mat- 
ed with an acute power of ob- 
servation. 

Transtroemer can compare 
Lake Malar at dawn with a blue 
lamp, the islands creeping over 
the glass like nocturnal butter- 
flies. He can make his imagery 
credible. His work is very much 


a poetry centered on specific 
moments: The short minute that 
brings sudden relief, the sense of 
turning the back to everyday life 
and opening the window for a 
brief flash just to listen to the 
birds and the wind. 

It Is perhaps typical of the 
change in Swedish poetry over 
the last 20 years that where poets 
like Ekeloef and Llndergren spent 
their lives as full-time poets, with 
occasional forays as translators 
end libretto authors, the poets of 
the 1950s arid 1960s have gener- 
ally not. Transtroemer. for in- 
stance, has spent most of his 
working life (he is now 40) as an 
assistant psychologist in Swedish 
prisons. 

The new generation of poets 
have felt the need io gain dis- 
tance from the old. The work 

of the earlier poets was a cul- 
de-sac for newer ones who aspir- 
ed to continue in the same vein. 
In the early 1960s, there was a 
feeling that lyrical modernism 
had become a self-reproducing 
poetic machine that could run 
forever without saying anything 
anymore. 

The result has not been re- 
sounding in the general scheme 
of thing s. The task of rebuilding 
the grandiose house of Swedish 
poetry from the ground up seems 
to be a difficult one. Yet. there 
are signs that perhaps this new 
generation is laying the ground- 
work for a new golden age.

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Mr. Wilson’s About-Face 


There has always been an honorable, de- 
fensible case on both economic and political 
grounds for Britain remaining outside the 
European community; but much of the case 
against entry now being so tortuously con- 
structed by former Prime Minis ter Harold 
iWUson is utterly spurious. 

Had British voters Sept the Labor party in 
power in the 1970 election, Mr. Wilson’s gov- 
ernment almost certainly would have gladly 
embraced Community membership on the 
terms now available. George Thomson, who 
was Mr. Wilson's minister in charge of 
negotiating entry, flatly told a special Labor 
party conference in London last week; “The 
Labor cabinet would have accepted these 
terms.'* Roy Jenkins, deputy party leader, 
and former Foreign Secretary Michael Stew- 
art have said the same. 

It Is little less than fraudulent to pretend 
that a Labor government at some future 
time could return to Brussels and Luxem- 
bourg and obtain ‘'better'’ terms than those 
that have just been negotiated by Geoffrey 
RIppoEL If these terms are rejected, the 
Community doors will remain closed to 
Britain for as far Into the future as anyone 
can see. 

When Mr. Wilson charges that Prime Min- 
ister Heath and Mr. Rippon “sold the New 
Zealand interests short" in the terms they 
accepted for that country's dairy exports, he 
Is taking issue with the New Zealand gov- 
ernment itself. Deputy Prime Minister John

A U.S. intelligence source told a Times 
reporter the other day that the Soviet Union 
had sharply stepped up deliveries of Jet 
warplanes to Egypt. The source reported 
that Egypt had received nearly 100 MiG-21 
warplanes from the Soviet Union since last 
September, including eight delivered In June. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban cited 
these figures in a speech before the Knesset 
in which he urgently appealed for more U.S. 
Phantom Jet fighter-bombers, “This need 
Is most important and urgent in the light 
of facts which have been revealed by author- 
itative American sources that the Soviet 
.Union has been supplying aerial weapons to 
Egypt and Syria at a very accelerated 
tempo,” be said. 

But has the tempo of Soviet aims deliver- 
ies to the Arab states really increased 
significantly? Three months ago, on April 
10, administration officials reported that 
Soviet freighters had carried an estimated 
150 MIG fighters plus 20 Snkboi-7 fighter- 
bombers to Egypt during the preceding 
months. Nine days later, while announcing 
that the United States was delivering 12 
more Phantoms to Israel, the administration 
said Soviet deliveries to Egypt so far during 
the year had included more than 100 MiG-2 Is. 
The latest estimates thus actually Indicate 
delivery of a smaller number of planes over 
a longer period of time. The figures cer- 
tainly do not suggest any urgent new prob- 
lem requiring a hasty reaction, especially 
when It is recognized that numbers of air- 
craft cannot be equated with real air power 
for Egypt, with its persisting shortage of 
competent pilots and maintenance person- 
nel 

This Is not to say that the steady, per- 
sisting flow of Soviet arms to the Arab 
states is not a matter of continuing concern

It is also fraudulent for Mr. Wilson to 
argue that Britain’s economic position has 
so deteriorated under Mr. Heath's Con- 
servative government that the country is 
now too weak to meet the challenges that 
Community entry would bring.

The party's executive next week and the 
regular party conference in the fall are 
almost certain to decide against entry. In 
1967, Mr. Wilson fought hard to win con- 
ference approval for his government's deci- 
sion to apply for Community membership. 
That, however, was long before Labor was 
upset in the 1970 election and Mr. Wilson, 
in opposition, began to see short-run polit- 
ical advantages in opposing the policy he 
had come to advocate so forcefully while in 
power.

to the United States as weli as IsraeL The 
United States has long been pledged to 
maintain a reasonable balance of power in 
the area, with the clear Implication that the 
administration will make new commitments 
to Israel when and If the situation warrants 
it. 

The real threat to Israel — and, indeed, to 
the peace of the world— is the growing 
direct involvement of the Russians in the 
defense of the Nile Valley. If peace efforts 
fail and fighting resumes, as is quite likely 
if the current stalemate in negotiations is 
not broken. Israel's problem will not be the 
Arabs, but the estimated 200 Russian pilots 
currently flying out of Egyptian airfields. 
If it comes to that, it will be more direct 
Intervention that Israel will be seeking from 
the United States. 

This ominous prospect should impel both 
Washington and Moscow to curb an insane 
arms race and redouble their efforts to 
achieve a negotiated peace. The Russians 
must recognize that the United States will 
not he a party to any settlement that would 
once more compromise Israel’s legitimate 
security Interests. They must impress on 
President Sadat the futility of his unrea- 
sonable demand to send Egyptian forces in 
strength once more Into Sinai. 

The United States in turn has a right to 
expect that its continuing firm support for 
Israeli security Is founded on a reasonable 
negotiating posture, including an Israeli 
commitment to eventual withdrawal from 
the bulk of occupied Arab territories in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the 1967 Security 
Council resolution. This urgent question 
deserves priority attention during the talks 
between Assistant Secretary of State Joseph 
J. Sisco and Israeli officials in Jerusalem.

Sino-American Move* 

The secondary goal of this American 
diplomatic offensive today is Moscow, since 
the White House gamble is Justified only if 
advantages won by the opening to China do 
not upset the dialogue with the Soviets. 
For the time being, only one thing is sure: 
Moscow's embarrassment. Soviet leaders 
naturally expected a rapprochement by the 
Americans with the Chinese but they thought 
It would need more steps and more time. 

The Soviets considered that a rapproche- 
ment was necessarily passing by way of a 
settlement of the Vietnam problem, of which 
they have a key as co-president of the 
Geneva conference. They lost this asset and 
their role in Asia appears less Influential. 

Indeed Moscow's diplomatic situation is 
completely modified: up to now It alone had 
the privilege of negotiating simultaneously 
with Peking and Washington. Today Wash- 
ington Is taking from Moscow the advantage 
of having two interlocutors. The Nlxon-Mao 


meeting inevitably compels the U.S.S.R. to a 
complete reappraisal of its policy.

Official silence still reigns in Moscow over 
President Nixon’s forthcoming visit to China. 
It is obvious enough that the Russians are 
deeply worried. This latest astonishing turn 
must have taoth Infuriated and frightened 
them. 

This is not cause for the rest of the world 
to gloat. An over-anxious Soviet Union is 
hardly going to be a factor for peace. Yet 
the fact remains that President Nixon's 
agreement with the Chinese is the most 
dramatic defeat in foreign policy that the 
Soviet Union has suffered since the defec- 
tion of Yugoslavia. 

Chairman Mao's invitation to the Ameri- 
can President .stems logically from the whole 
tradition of postwar Soviet foreign policy, 
summed up in Moscow’s blind inability to 
recognize as genuine and viable any form 
of socialism which deviates from the Soviet 
modeL

East Pakistanis Wanting to Stay in Paris

TO ARDS, July 21. — Musharraf 
A Hossain and Souqat ah are 
wrong They are wrong to bare 
said they were two diplomats ol 
the Embassy of Pakistan In Paris. 
"They are not diplomats, but 
minor employees,” an embassy 
spokesman said. 

They are wrong to believe they 
have been harassed by the West 
Pakistanis of the embassy- 
“There is no discrimination be- 
tween the co-jatrymen of the 
two ‘wings.’ The best proof of 
this is that you will find diplo- 
mats from East Pakistan among 
the officer staff in the embassy 
at present" 

They were wrong not to have 
reported to work,, on July 5, and 
Musharraf Hossain was wrong 
not to have taken his plane to 
Islamabad two days later. “He 
was ordered to be transferred to 
Pakistan, according to the norma l 
process, and the other one re- 
ceived a previous notice for a 
possible transfer. The date for 
them to go back to Pakistan was 
at hand." 

Two minor employees, display- 
ing insubordination, because of a 
whim. Thus appeared the two 
men. according to the short state- 
ment issued by the Embassy of 
Pakistan, after they had declared 
their intention to seek asylum to 
Ranee.

While the French government teas making public Its deci- 
sion to suspend all military assistance to the Pakistani govern- 
ment, two aides at the Pakistani Embassy in Paris were working 
out their own dramatic protest against treatment of their 
fellow East Pakistanis. One day, instead of reporting for work, 
they went to a Foreign Ministry office and sought political 
asylum, the first Pakistanis to seek asylum in France. Their 
story was made known last week to the French radio station 
France -I Titer. Jean Peyzieu, who interviewed them, wrote this 
account. 


A Rare Visitor 


A modest flat in the Paris 
region. Sahara Hossain is prepar- 
ing d inner . Kohel. 2 , the elder 
of the two sons of Souqat All, 
watched by his mother, who holds 
his 8-month-old brother, Piti, in 
her arms; is playing on the floor. 
The two families are waiting for 
a neighbor, a Frenchwoman who 
enjoys their Bengali cooking. She 
is one of the rare visitors since 
they went into exile. 

Souqat is listening to the news 
on the BBC. He does not under- 
stand enough French, despite his 
two-year stay in this country, to 
comprehend newscasts in French. 
Musharraf is reading an inten- 
sive course of the French lan- 
guage, “to be able to work here.” 
He has been In France only eight 
months. 

This is how the days go by for 
the two families. All they are 
looking forward to Is a reply 
from the French Foreign Min- 
istry. It should come within a 
month. 

“AH those we have been In con- 
tact with have proved kind to 
us," they say. And, with a smile: 
“France is considered the coun- 
try of freedom all over the world. 
We trust her." 

"If the reply is ’yes.’ then we’ll 
search for a job. But the reply 
first!" 

There is another matter on 
which they do not dwell: They 
cannot live more than two 
months longer on their savings. 

In order to protect themselves 
from the other members of the 
embassy. Musharraf and Souqat 
moved out of their central Paris 
apartments to a residence which 
they share. They left personal 
belongings behind. They could not 
carry everything in the cab. The 

Pakistanis of the embassy found 
out about them on Monday, 
July 5. 

The departmental beads sent 
for by SK. Dehlavi. the ambas- 
sador, did not understand. 
Musharraf, who was due to leave 
on the 7th, bad actually had 
come tranks shipped to Pakistan, 
when he was ordered, on June 3P, 
to quit his poet and go back to 
Islamabad.

Jade Body-Stockings

Mosharraf Is 29. He was sent 
to Paris from a post in Malaysia, 
it was a promoti o n for this young 
civil servant of the Pakistani 
Foreign Office, a cipher assistant, 
his chief being a West Pakistani.

Kissinger’s secret foray into 
Communist China lias even pro- 
duced very major scholarly news. 
For time was found to show the 
American visitors tire most im- 
portant recent finds by Com- 
munist Chinese archaeologists, in 
the intervals of Kissinger's 20 
hours of continuous conversation 
with Chou En-Iat 

The prize find has no parallel 
whatever, in an the rich, often 
astonishing annals of Chinese 
archaeology. It Is a pair of Jade 
body-stockings— if that descrip- 
tion Is permissible— which were 
discovered In tho tomb of a 
brother of the great emperor of 
the early second century BC. Han 
Wu-tL The body-stockings com- 
pletely covered the dead prince 
and his chief wife. 

They were made of many -hun- 
dreds of small plaques of grayish 
green jade, attached to one an- 
other by gold wire; and they were 
so formed that they even extend- 
ed over the feet and hands of the 
corpses. In the case of the prince, 
above 2,200 plaques or Jado worn 
used: and In hlar wife's. case, the 
plaques numbered above 2,800. 

In addition, the corpse of the 
prince had what bad best, be 
called a Jade Jock-strap. Both 
corpses' faces were further provid- 
ed with Jade masks. No other 
Chinese tomb has ever yielded up 
anything truly r e a emb H ng these 
amazing Jade assemblages, which 
were unearthed when the Ran 
prince's tomb was located some 
time ago, reportedly in Shantung 
Province. 

So President . Nixon’S great 
Chinese coup has even given the 
specialists in the history of an- 
cient China something to get ex- 
cited about. For the rest of us. 
it must .be added, the -new de- 
velopment continuously appears 
to.be more and more remarkable, 
at more crumbs of information 
gradually become available. 


It appears remarkable, to begin 
with, as demonstration of the 
President's exceedingly astute, 
always long-headed and highly 
personal way of managing great 
matters. In this case, as in so 
many others in the past, the ini- 
tiative was Nixon 'a The day- 
to-day direction came from Nix- 
on. And the long and successful 
concealment was vintage Nixon.

It can therefore be assumed with 
confidence that all the really 
major hurdles had been got over, 
at any rate in principle, in these 
preliminary exchanges that con- 
tinued rlgbt down to the decision 
to send Dr. Kissinger around the 
world. Great secrecy W being ob- 
served about the way the hurdles 
were finally handled. Yet any- 
one who la reasonably logical can 
figure out what surely must have 
been agreed. 

With respect to the sealing of 
Communist China In the UN, to 
begin with, it is certain that the 
United States win not abandon 
its decided opposition to the 
simultaneous expulsion of No.- .

NEW YORK, July 21 rWPi.— 
Robert- L. Vesco has set a dead- 
lina Of July 23 for dissident JOS 
shareholders to drop their suit 
against - him and the company, 
threatening to call in the loans' 
he made to the beleaguered 
mutual fund complex lest year. 

On July 14, a court in New 
Brunswick, Canada, issued an 
order .preventing Mr. Vesco and 
other 2 OS officers and directors 
from functioning in their capaci- 
ties. until- a hearing of charges 
by 'the 'dissidents that Ibpy wore 
elected illegally. 

In - a letter sent to ZOS on 
July 15. which was tiled In St. 
John. N3, on Monday. ICC In- 
vestments Ltd., a subsidiary of 
'International Controls Corp„ of 
which Mr. Vesco is chairman, 
demanded that IOS pay $3.4 mil- 
lion and issue one million new 
common stock warrants as a re- 
suit of Its “default'* on a $5 mil- 
lion loan made by ICC last year. 
It demanded the payment and 
the : warrants by July 26, unless 
the injunction is vacated by this 
Sunday, 

The . letter was part of an 
affidavit filed by Marvin H. Hoff- 
man, financial rice- president of 
ZOS, in an attempt by the Vesco 
forces to vacate the injunction. 
The New Brunswick Supreme 
Court turned down the motion. 
An attorney for Mr. Vaco said 
yesterday he will appeal. It was 
also learned that the board of 
directors of New Jersey-based XCC 
will hold a three- day meeting in 
Geneva, beginning today. 

“Company Can’t Function’ 

In his affidavit, Mr. Hoffman 
said that under the terms of the 
injunction “the company cannot 
continue to function.” He said 
that XCC Investments has the 
power to freeze bonk accoun' : 
and seize assets,, making it "im- 
passible for 'the company effec- 
tively to carry on business.” 

Mr. Hoffman said that, based

may be a purchaser. ‘ 

While no mention is made in 
any of the court papers. Mr. 
Vesco is in a heated race to buy 
shares of IOS,' to. increase his . 
voting power if . the Canadian 
courts order a new election. The 
dissidents are now being led by 
Meshulam RIklis, chairman of 
Rapld-American Carp., who has 
pledged to take over active man- 
agement of 106 if the current 
officers are ousted. . 

Mr. Vesco has reportedly been 
offering between 30 and 35 cents 
a share for "preferred stock— 
which elects two-thirds df the 
directors. The dissident group 
has not revealed how much it is 
willing to pay for stock. Ex-IQS 
employees who own the shares 
say, however, that little stock Is 
being sold as holders wait for a 
bidding war to develop.

Italian Shoemakers ‘Note’

ports to 5 percent. 

However, to avoid incurring 
EEC sanctions. Italy cannot en- 
force tills limit officially, and 
Trade Ministry officials have been 
emphasising that no official 
move in this direction is plan- 
ned.

Fischer Completes 
Larsen S weep, 6-0 

DENVER. July 21 . <UFIV— New York chess 
tvlzard Bobby Fischer defeated Bent Larsen of 
Denmark to 40 moves yesterday to win a place to 
the final elimination round of the world chest 
championships. 

Fischer, 28, defeated Larsen to six straight 
games to the best of ten series to eliminate the 
Dane from the world playoffs. 

Larsen stayed on the attack in the opening 
stages of the game yesterday and Appeared to 
have an early advantage. But Fischer battled 
back to take command and win the match and 
scries. 6-0. A victory is worth 1 point, a draw a 
half-point. 

Fischer now will face the winner of the semi- 
final series being held in Moscow between soviet 
grandmaster Tigran Petrosyan and Viktor Korch- 
noi. That series is deadlocked at 4-4 with all 
eight games having ended to draws. 

The winner of the final series will play Boris 
Spassky of the soviet union for the world chess 
title in 1972. 

Fischer cut a deeper notch to chess history 
by again shutting out a chess grandmaster in 
international competition. It has happened only 
once before — when Fischer defeated Soviet Mark 
Toimanov in the Vancouver quarterfinals. 5-0. 

Yes Le relay's triumph ran Fischer's string or 
victories to 18 to international competition with- 
out a defeat. Prior to sweeping Larsen and Tai- 
monov. Fischer had won his last seven games in 
on mter-mnal tournament in Palma de Mallorca. 

Fischer, who started playing chess at the age 
of 6. has reached the finals through an unusual 
route. He did not play in the UB. chess cham- 
pionship to 1969, which seemed to eliminate him 
from world title competition. At the time, he 
was on a layoff from tournament chras which 
lasted 18 months. 

He resumed play to 1970. Paul Denko. one of 
r-he UJS. qualifiers, dropped out to make way 
for Fischer and the International Chess Federa- 
tion approved the switch. 

Fischer went on from there to mount bis 
astounding series of victories over the world's 
best players. 

Spassky, the latest In the series of Russians 
who have dotninateo the world chess scene since 
1948, will meet either Fischer or the Korchnol- 
Petrosyon match winner to a 24-match series in 
1972 to conclude the three-year tournament lor 
the world title.

Larsen began yesterday with Birds Opening 
and after conservative play by Fischer, took 
co mma nd of the vital central squares. 

Larsen had several chances to force a draw 
as Fischer came back, but this would have been 
equivalent to resigning since 5 1/2 points would 
have clinched the series for Fischer. 

Fischer forced the exchange of queens, nnd 
held a two-pawn advantage. Larsen resigned just 
after time control was passed on the 40th move. 

After the match, Larsen said he had not felt 
well most of the time to Denver. He said the 
elevation (a mile above sea level.) and the un- 
usually hot weather might have contributed to 
his 111 health. 


NFL Bills’ Head Coach Rauch Resigns 


NEW YORK, July 21 (API.— 
In pro football training camps it's 
usually tlxe players who come and 
go. But at Buffalo's training 
camp yesterday, John Rauch, who 
coached the Bills for the past two 
seasons, resigned unexpectedly, 
saying “it was a difficult decision, 
but one that was best for me and 
the Bills organization." 

Rauch would not say what 
brought about his resignation, but 
Buffalo owner Ralph Wilson said 
it was the result of a statement 
he had planned to make defend- 
ing two former mu* players whom 
Rauch had criticized.

BRISBANE. Australia . July 21 
(AP 1 —.IH clashes with police to- 
day, 36 Students were arrested 
during a march by an estimated 
1200 students on Parlia m ent 
House on the ere of the arrival 
of the touring South African 
Springboks rugby team froin Can- 
berra. 

The students marched during 
a 24-hour statewide strike called 
by 33 trade unions, with a total 
membership of more than 125,000. 
in protest against the state of 
emergency proclaimed by the 
Queensland government as part of 
moves to prevent violence during 
the Springboks' visit. 

The Springboks are scheduled 
to play four matches in Queens- 
land. Mare than 500 policemen 
have been brought to Brisbane 
from areas up to 1.D0Q miles away, 
swelling the total number assign- 
ed to control demonstrations to 
900. They have been undergoing 
special training at Enoggern Army 
barracks since Monday. 

The trade unions have refused 
to do any work on the stadiu m , 
and police have been forced to 
construct a nine-foot wire mesh 
fence topped by barbed wire com- 
pletely enclosing the ground. 

Police will screen all people 
entering the ground on match 
days. Ticket sales will be kept 
to below half the stadium's ca- 
pacity to reduce the risk of what 
the government fears might be 
the worst demonstrations of the 
tour. 

At Canberra today, the Spring- 
boks defeated the Australian Capi- 
tal Territory side, 34-3, as Dawle 
Snyman scored 19 points. 

BRAf Chief Hits 
Race Organizers 
Over Rodriguez 

LONDON, July 21 CAP).— BRM 
racing team chief Louis Stanley 
today criticized the organisers of 
the West German race in which 
Mexico’s Pedro Rodriguez was 
killed for allowing Inexperienced 
drivers to compete out of their 
class. 

He spoke in an Interview after 
seeing film sequences of events 
immediately preceding the Mex- 
ican's fatal crash. 

Rodriguez, who was the No. 1 
BRM grand -prix driver, was com- 
peting in a Ferrari sports car at 
the time of Ills death July 11. 

"It is quite clear to me that 
what, happened was that Rodri- 
guez was forced onto the grass 
■by an inexperienced driver in a 
slower car who did not look in 
his mirrors," said Stanley. 

"Pedro spun and swerved across 
the track, hitting the wall on the 
opposite side. It is another ex- 
ample of how wrong it is to al- 
low slow cars and slow drivers 
to compete among experts." 

BRM said that Vic Elford of 
England was not recruited to re- 
place Rodriguez-on the team. EI- 
ford will drive for BRM to the 
West German Grand Prix, because 
of his familiarity with the Nur- 
burgring, and lias not been con- 
tracted for anything after the 
Aug. 1 race.

South got the best of a part- 
score duel with a world cham- 
pion on the diagramed deal, 
played Saturday In an early 
round of the American Contract 
Bridge League's summer nation- 
als. He eventually reached three 
hearts after his partner had open- 
ed one club and East had made 
a west Jump over call of two dia- 
monds. 

North ventured a reopening 
double, and South then persever- 
ed in hearts to the three-leveL A 
belated two- spade attempt by 
Bobby Wolff of the world cham- 
pion Aces, who was sitting West, 
would have failed, but South 
could not know that his side was 
due to take four trump tricks 
against a spade contract. 

The opening diamond lead was 
wan with the ace In dummy, and 
a trump was led to declarer's ten 
and West's ace. Diamonds were 
continued, and South ruffed the 
third round with the heart queen. 
He continued with the spade 
queen and won with the ace when 
West covered with the king. 

The heart nine was led, and 
when East ducked South overtook 
with the jack to lead the spade 
nine for a winning finesse. 

A trump was surrendered to 
East, who was not unnaturally re- 
luctant to open the club suit. He 
played a diamond, and when 
South ruffed Wolff had a discard 
problem. 

He had discarded the , club three 
on the trump lead, and . then., 
parted with the eight. This al- 
lowed South to play the ace and 
ten of dubs, forcing a spade lead 
from West at the finish and mak- 
ing the contract of three hearts.

—Six courses and four 
wines on a train, even in Francel— 
poetic license, of course. But, there was 
a time when trains served gourmet meals. 
Before the war, when 1 was meditating a 
restaurant guide of Prance (stillborn a 
chapter was projected for food consumed 
while in motion, on trains or boats— there 
were no passenger planes then. 

Heading my list of gastronomic trains 
from Paris would have been the Golden 
Arrow to London. The train still exists, 
but the last time I took it I didn't even 
notice what I ate— a good sign, in a way. 
In prewar days it was an all-pullman 
train, the first, I think, to Install tables 
permanently before its passengers, so that 
they could be served without leaving their 
places. 

Its timetable was conveniently arranged 
to permit you to eat on either side of the 
Channel. I always ate before the crossing 
when headed towards London and after 
the crossing when returning to Paris. This 
swapped two British meals for two French 
ones, a winning exchange. 

My most vivid memory of the old Golden 
Arrow was learning bow not to pour wine 
on a fast train. I hod picked up a bottle 
and reached gallantly across the table to 
fill the glass of a young lady opposite, with 
whom I was rapidly becoming acquainted. 
This was the moment tbe train chose to 
cross a switch. I got acquainted all right, 
but it cost me a new dress. The way to 
pour wine in a moving train is to pick up 
the bottle in one hand and tbe glass in 
the other. Four. If the train lurches, both 
battle and gloss shift position to the same 
extent in tbe same direction. Or should. 

After tbe Golden Arrow, I would have 
rated the Rome Express second, good on 
both sides of the frontier. Then the Blue 
Train to the Riviera. But the best 
restaurant on wheels of my experience did 
not leave from Paris. It was tbe Gdteborg- 
Stockholm Express, and tbe secret of its 
success was simple: Smorgasbord can be 
served in a train without loss of quality.

For Effort 


If today's railroads are in no urgent need 
of a gastronomic guide, the French should 
nevertheless be rewarded a large E for 
Effort because of their consistent Improve- 
ment of passenger train service at a time 
when in the United States the train has 
surrendered to the airplane and the auto- 
mobile, and seems to be doing its best (or 
worst) to get rid of passengers entirely In 
favor of freight. 

In its general development of railways. 
Prance has. cliaracterlstlcally. not forgot- 
ten food, and has enlisted the renowned 
Raymond Oliver, owner of tbe three-star 


I had always assumed that serving 
anything more edible than a picnic snack 
on an airp'ane was a simple impossibility. 
I discovered the contrary on a flight af 
Air Prance's Chateau de Josselln from 
Paris to New York. "Tie menu was: caviar, 
timbale or sea rood, a choice between roast 
loin of lamb or duck with oranges, pota- 
toes cooked in a crust, petit* p ois. salad, 
cheese, icc cream and petite fours, fruit, 
and coffee — and it all seemed as perfect- 
ly served as if wc were on the ground. 
There was no indication that anything 
had been warmed over, though I suppose 
it must have been. 

With this feast we had a brut cham- 
pagne. Fuligoy Montrachet 1964. Cbdteaa 
Foumey 1962. Beaune 1962, and caux-do 
vie. Now there you have Mr. Baker's six 
courses and four wines, with a vengeance. 
This was first class, of course, and I hare 
no idea Ikjw w ell Air France docs by 
the lower orders (persons not traveling an 
expense accounts 1 . It Is quite possible 
that otber airlines do as well, but I sim- 
ply don't know; after my first Air France 
meal I continued to ride Air France, tak- 
ing no gastronomic chances. Just as alter 
my first transatlantic crossing on a French 
Line ship In the antediluvian day when 
passenger vessels still plied the ocean in 
large numbers, regularly and all year 
around. £ shifted to French ships ex- 
clusively in homage to their cooking — or 
almost exclusively, for I once rode the 
Italian August eo. which did' some pretty 
fancy cooking too. 

Alas, when I left Prance in 1940. along 
with so many other refugee journalists 
that we held the weekly meeting of the 


My favorite ship was the He de France, 
a boat' of distinguished elegance, with food 
to match. The Normandie was a little too 
self-consciously a work of art for my 
taste, which is quipt. but I admired its 
kitchens, which I was permitted to inspect, 
particularly the honeycomb of refrigerated 
ciiambers. each at a different temperature, 
to provide optimum conditions for every- 
tliing from ice cream to flowers — not to 
mention the wine bins floated on a 
miniature lake in the ship's bowels, so that 
when the Normandie rolled one way the 
lake rolled the other, and the bottles 
remained undisturbed. 

All that remains of the once proud 
North Atlantic fleet of France, a naviga- 
tional and culinary triumph, is the France, 
which I know only from having been walk- 
ed through it at its dock in New York. 
I hope some day to have time to cross 
tbe Atlantic again on a ship before they 
become extinct, and subsist only as land- 
locked casinos burled in the sand of the 
Languedoc coast or anchored as offshore 
hotels in japan: but the modem functional 
tourist-class dining salon of. the France il 
am talking tourik, class now because I 
always paid my own fare on ships 1 does 
not recall the splendor of the prewar 
days, nor dors the menu I was shown. IE 
was tabic d'hote, vulgarly known as take 
it or leave it. and offered appetizers, cream 
of celery soup, haddock, asparagus, spa- 
ghetti f ! 1 . Long Island duckling (whatever 
happened to Rouen duck??, salad, cheese, 
strawberry ice cream, pears and oranges. 
The beverages were Imaginatively describ- 
ed as red and white wine. Remembering 
the enormous & la carte menus of before 
th- war iand 1 am still talking about 
tourist classi. offering a bewildering choice, 
including the most luxurious French dishes, 
tlie right of this menu saddened me. 
So did that of a French ship without 
bidets in its cabins.
